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DETAILED ACTION 


Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on October 13, 2006. 
Claims 1-4 and 6-23 have been cancelled. Claim 24 is newly added. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the art of record when 
considered alone or in combination neither renders obvious a mandible positioning device 
comprising elements as recited in independent claim 24.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 24, line 3, after the term "including" and before the term "a manually", insert 
-first and second--. 

In claim 24, line 3, insert the letter -s-after the term "screw", making it plurals. 

In claim 24, line 8, the first wherein statement, after the term "wherein said" and before 
the term "manually", insert -first-. 

In claim 24, line 1 1, before the term "manually", delete the term "wherein said adjustable 
connection includes a further" and replace it with -wherein said second-. 

In claim 24, line 11, after the term "adjustable screw", delete the term "for displacing" 
and replace it with -controls displacement of—. 

In claim 24, lines 15 and 16, the fourth wherein statement, delete the term "and wherein 
said first-mentioned adjustable screw comprises a first adjustment" and replace it with -said first 
manually adjustable-. 

In claim 24, line 17, after the term "said", delete "further" and replace it with -second--. 
In claim 24, lines 17 and 18, delete the term "comprises a second adjustment screw". 
In claim 24, line 19, delete "adjustment screw" and replace it with -manually adjustable 
screw-. 

In claim 5, line 3, after the term "second" and before the term "adjustment", insert 
-manually-.
